at only about $120,000, What had become of
the estate was the question,
Mrs, Dudley was known to have given libe-
rally, snd Lo have graven her name on the
"Duliley Observatory” by an endowment. Bhe
was known 1o yield easily to the entreaties of
her numerous relatives, some of whom were
in moderate circumstances, but her snnual
income could do sl that without depleting the
estato—and the question sl recurred, Where
had the property gone to !
